Majority of the Welders and 
Burners at Bethlehem 
Corporation Signed Up 


A. F. OF L. WINS 


The boilermakers’ and other 
unions affiliated with the A. F. 
of L. metal trades department 
scored a sweeping victory re- 
cently over a CIO group in a 
national labor relations board 
election at the big Ingalls Ship- 
building corporation in Pas- 
cagoula, Miss. The vote was 548 
to 110. 


Headquarters of the brotherhood 
of boilermakers, iron shipbuilders 
and helpers was a scene of hustle 
and bustle recently. Everybody 
from President Joseph A. Franklin 
down was in a joyous mood. 

The reason was that information 
had been received that a drive to 
organize the nation’s’ shipyards is 
going great guns and promises to 
be one of the most successful ven- 
tures ever undertaken by _ the 
brotherhood. 

On the west coast a number of 
yards are now operating under} 
union conditions. Wageg have been 
increased and working conditions | 
improved. Predictions are made 
that before long the entire coast 
will be 100 per cent organized. 
Tough Nut Cracking 

In the Atlantic and Gulf areas} 
progress made is declared by broth-| 
erhood officials to be “extremely 
satisfactory.” A sample of what is! 
being done was reported this week. 

At the yard of the notoriously) 
anti-union Bethlehem Shipbuilding | 
corporation, at Sparrows Point, 
Md., more than a majority of the 
welders and burners have signed | 
authorization cards _ expressing 
their desire to be represented by 
the boilermakers. What makes this 
achievement remarkable is that it 
was accomplished in the short 
space of one month, and that it was 
put over by a two-man organizing 
crew—N. M. Jones, international 
representative, and W. J. Lowman, 
president of Local No. 193, at Bal- 
timore. 

Majority Signed Up 

These officials, acting as volun- 
teers, tackled what is recognized as 
a difficult job. Lowman is giving 
his time to the work without a 
penny of cpmpensation. 

Jones and Lowman reported that 
they have sufficient signed author- 
ization cards right now to seek 
brotherhood bargaining rights for | 
welders and burners, but that an) 
application to the company and the 
labor board will be deferred until 
certifications represent such an 
overwhelming majority of the 2,000 
eligible employes that the brother- 
hood’s claim cannot be questioned. 

Prediction was made that these 
workers will be under contract by 
May 1. 

Bethlehem Wages Low 

Every effort will be made to 
bring the wages of all these work- 
ers up to standards prevailing in 
organized yards. At the Bethlehem | 
plant the maximum rate now is 
69% cents an hour, which contrasts 
with a rate of $1.25 an hour paid 
at the Todd Drydock company’s 
yard at Portland, Oregon, where 
the boilermakers are 100 per cent 
organized. 

On the entire Pacific coast, the 
minimum rate does not fall below 
$1 an hour, or about 30 per cent 
more than the maximum rate at 
the Bethlehem plant.

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Federal Court Exonerates Hutcheson, 
Dismisses Thurman Arnold's Charges 


Decision Is Major Victory for A. F. of L. and 
Blow to Anti-Trust Campaign 


Federal Judge C. B. Davis threw 
out of court the anti-trust indict- 
ments obtained against William L. 
Hutcheson and three other officials 
of the United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners of America by 
Assistant Attorney General Thur- 
man Arnold. 

In dismissing the charges, Judge 
Davis held that the federal gov- 
ernment had failed to show a con- 
spiracy to restrain interstate com- 
merce. The case arose from a jur- 


isdictional dispute between the car-} 


penters’ and machinists’ unions at 
the brewing plant of Anheuser- 
Busch, Inc. 


“The real purpose of the defen- 
dants, as disclosed by the indict- 
ment,” Judge Davis ruled, “was not 
to restrain commerce but to pre- 
vail in a local labor controversy.” 


The court declared that labor 
unions engaging in jurisdictional 
strikes are immune from suit in 
the federal courts so long as law- 
ful means are employed, under the 
provisions of the Norris-La Guar- 
dia act of 1932. 


This important decision com- 
pletely destroyed the basis for all 
anti-trust indictments growing out 
of jurisdictional disputes that have 
been filed at the instigation of 
Thurman Arnold. It directly con- 
troverted the recent ruling of a 
federal court in Washington, D. C., 
upholding an indictment against 
officials of the teamsters’ union. 

Arnold has contended that unions 
In 
can be prosecuted under the anti- 
trust laws. Judge Davis in his de- 


|cision demolished the assistant at- 


torney general's contentions.

That is not a cure, 
but amputation. 

Experience has demonstrated that cases of this kind are extremely 
rare and that they are quickly remedied. Crooks cannot get away with 
it indefinitely in unions any more than in public life. The members of 
organized labor feel they are capable of governing their own union. They 


|do not consider it wise to sacrifice self-government for the sake of pro- 


tection from the possible danger of racketeers 
The American Federation of Labor does have power to 
some extent the affairs of directly affiliated federal labor 
federations of labor and city central bodies.

Mr. Pegler further charges that the A. F. of L. demands publie prose 


cution of union offenders in one breath and then, in the next, opposes 
the current anti-trust campaign against unions conducted by Assistant 
Attorney General Thurman Arnold. 

The A. F. of L. does oppose this campaign. It will never agree that 
organized labor comes within the scope of the Sherman anti-trust act 
which was adopted to break up corporate and financial trusts. When 


this law was applied against unions, the A. F. of L. secured the enact- 
ment of the Clayton act which specifically exempted labor unions from 
the provisions of the Sherman act. 

The A. F. of L. and its affiliated unions condemn collusion, price-rig- 
ging and monopolistic combines between local unions and employers 
We insist, however, that such manifestly illegal practices, if they exist, 
should be prosecuted under the properly applicable laws, not the anti- 
trust laws. We fear, with good reason, that the anti-trust laws can be 
used as an instrument to destroy organized labor and place it under the 
thumb of the federal government. No legal prestidigitation can ever 
convince us that workingmen and women associated in a union for their 
self-protection against the entrenched power of industry and capital 
constitute a trust inimical to the welfare of the nation. 

President Roosevelt recently dectared that most newspaper columnists 
are wrong 80 per cent of the time. I would raise that estimate to 100 
per cent with respect to Mr. Pegler’s baseless attacks on the American 
Federation of Labor.

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Facing the Facts 


Two significant things escaped notice in the daily press accounts of 
John L. Lewis’ threat in a West Virginia speech to form his own, private 
third-party. 

First was Mr. Lewis’ startling failure to mention the fact that the 
present communist party organization would be the nucleus and founda- 
tion of such a third party. 

Second was the equally astonishing denunciation by Lewis of the fed- 
eral bureau of investigation. 

If the J. Edgar Hoover’s F. B, I. agents have been investigating the 
CIO and getting into Lewis’ hair, this is the first we’ve heard about it. 

We do know, however, that these federal agents have been investi- 
gating Stalin’s stooges in this country and ferreting them out of their 
secret hiding places. Communist leaders have been indicted and others 
have been forced to register as agents of a foreign country in accordance 
with our laws. Naturally, this sort of activity has annoyed the commu- 
nists no end. How refreshing it is to see John L. Lewis go to bat for 
them. 

There has also been some speculation as to who John L.’s candidate 
would be on a third party ticket. The answer is obvious. No one other 
than John L. himself. We said that in this column two weeks before 
Lewis made his speech and we might point out, with all due modesty, 
that we called the turn on his political finagalings. 

THE RED LINE 

There comes to us from a high official in the navy department a copy 
of a circular distributed at the gates of the Washington navy yard this 
week by communist agitators. 

This leaflet, which bears the imprint of the communist party, declares 
that the bitter terms which Stalin forced down the throat of Finland in 
return for ending the most brutal and inexcusable war of oppression in 
modern history, “greatly strengthened efforts of the international peace 
forces.” It added: 

“The imperialist war-mongers in Great Britain, France and the United 
States had made a military base of Finland. They dreamed of turning 
it into a lighted fuse with which to spread the flames of the present war 
to the Scandinavian and Balkan countries and to convert the war into 
an onslaught against the workers’ republic, the soviet union.” 

Just think of it! The communist party now openly dares to distribute 
such subversive propaganda to American workers in American navy 
yards engaged in building up America’s defenses against war. 

In one paragraph the leaflet refers to the “Stalinist peace policy” and 
then it proceeds to apply such epithets as ‘“war-mongers” and ‘“impe- 
rialist” to our own, idealistic country. 

That isnt all. The leaflet continues: 

“Here in the United States, the war-mongers were aided by the Wolls, 
Dubinskys, Greens and Hillmans. But they failed miserably in their at- 
tempt to chain the American labor movement to the anti-peace policy of 
Hoover and Roosevelt.” 

BORING FROM WITHIN 

Note that the gentlemen named in the foregoing paragraph of the 
communist leaflet all have denounced the cruel, double-dealing policies 
of Stalin. Note, also, that Sidney Hillman is the only CIO leader at- 
tacked. That is because he alone of the CIO top leaders has dared to 
denounce Stalinism. 

But the most significant thing in the communist leaflet is its conclud- 
ing statement of the “demands of the people.” They list the following: 

“Defend civil rights. Defeat the hunger budget. Put an end to the anti- 
soviet policies of the Roosevelt administration.” 

Defend civil rights? That phrase has a familiar ring. We have just 
received a copy of a call to a conference on “civil rights,” to be held

April 20 and 21 in Washington by the Washington committee for demo- 
cratic action. The president of this newly formed committee is Merle D. 
Vincent, chief of the exemption and hearings section of the wage-hour 
division of the department of labor. 

Among the three speakers listed for a discussion on “civil rights and | 
minority groups are Morris Watson, left-wing vice president of the CIO 
newspaper guild, and Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, self-described as a mem-| 
ber of the national committee of the communist party. 

Now we do not have a low boiling point. We have never been par- 
ticularly interested in witch-hunting or red-baiting. But it seems to us| 


thoroughly disgusting that officials of the United States government | 
should deliberately or unwittingly play the game of a foreign organiza- | 


tion which circulates subversive attacks against the United States. It 
seems 60 me that government employes could be better employed attend- | 


ing to government business. 


NLRB Can Require 
Written Agreement 


The United States circuit court 
of appeals for the sixth judicial cir- 
cuit in a decision handed down at 
Cincinnati, Ohio, held that the na-: 
tional labor relations board could 
compel a written contract between 
employer and employe in collective 
bargaining. 

The ruling affirmed an order of 
the board instructing H. J. Heinz 
Co., Pittsburgh, Pa., to cease al- 
leged domination of a so-called in- 
dependent organization and to de 
sist from refusal to bargain with 
the American Federation of Labor 
canning and pickle workers’ union. 

The court held the Heinz com- 
pany violated the national labor 
relations act by “not embodying 
the understandings reached in a 
signed agreement.” 
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MILLION N. Y. FAMILIES 
BADLY NEED NEW HOMES 


More than a million families in 


New York state live in sub-stand- 
ard homes, State Housing Com- 
missioner Weinfeld declared in his 
annual report to Governor Leh- 
man. He said the housing problem 
was especially acute in New York 
city, where 681,000 families live in 
slums that should be condemned. 


The federal housing and slum 
clearance program has made only 
a beginning toward filling the need 
for new model housing, the com- 
missioner reported. Thus far such 
projects have provided for only 
17,000 families in the state and will 
fall far short of even taking care 
of new families at the present rate 
of increase, he said. 


Profiteers Reform 


Visitors to the world’s fair this 
year will find “country fair” prices 
and friendliness in the world’s 
greatest city, Mayor F. H. La 
Guardia promised. Last year, he 
said, some hotel men were guilty 
of profiteering, but have agreed to 
reform.

Benefits Explained 


Law Now Includes 
Important Family Protection 
As Well As Retirement 
Benefits for Aged Workers 


Many workers employed at jobs 
covered by the social security act 
on which they pay a tax of one per 
cent of their wages or salaries 
probably do not realize that the 
law now provides an important 
protection for their families if they 
should die before reaching age 65. 


This family protection is a new 
feature of the law, according to 
Victor C. Broome, Oakland man- 
ager of the social security board, 
and benefits are now payable to the 
widow and dependent children of 
any worker who has died since De- 
cember 31, regardless of the age at 
which death occurred. 

Eligible family survivors in Ala- 
meda, Solano and Contra Costa 
counties should file their applica- 
tions for these payments with the 
social security board, Post Office 
building, Oakland.

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On “Ragged Edge” of Poverty 


Every study of this country’s economic plight leads to just 
one conclusion: The only way out is to increase the buying 
power of the masses of our people. 


The latest set of figures comes from “Sales Management.” a 
business magazine. Its survey shows that last year the American 
people had an “effective” income of $67,783,307,000, an increase 
of 7 per cent over 1938, and the fifth highest total on record. 


This would give an annual income of $2,267 for what the 
magazine calls a ‘composite American family,” or $552 per 
individual. 


That's encouraging. But when the magazine “breaks down” 
its figures it finds that only 51 per cent of American families 
have an income of $1,500 a year or more. 


With $1,500 a family in the city of New York may purchase 
the bare necessities of life, according to “Sales Management.” 
When a family receives less than $1,500, it is hanging on the 
ragged edge of poverty, and 49 per cent of our families are in 
that position. 


There we have the outlines of America’s economic problem 
No. 1. Beside it, all other problems confronting this country are 
insiginificant. On that issue, all elements in the community 
should be concentrating such brain power as they may possess. 


In the judgment of this newspaper—and we have made this 
statement 100 times—there is just one answer: Every man able 
and willing to work must be given a job on a productive enter- 
prise, and wages must be steadily raised and hours shortened. 


Government must take up the slack by providing jobs at pre- 
vailing wages for those who cannot be absorbed by industry,

POLL TAX ABOLITION 
URGED BY A. F. OF L. 


Full support by the American 
Federation of Labor for the bill in- 
troduced by Representative Lee 
Geyer of California to make it un- 
lawful to require the payment of 
a poll tax as a prerequisite for vot- 
ing was expressed by Paul Schar- 
renberg, A. F. of L. representative, 
at the hearing held by the house 
judiciary committee on the meas- 
ure. Citing statistics to prove that 
the poll tax in 8 states deprives 
thousands of poor citizens from 
voting, Mr. Scharrenberg said: 

“There was a time in the history 
of our country when countless chil- 
dren were ‘too poor to attend 
school.’ Today, poverty is no longer 
an excuse for non-attendance at 
school, but millions of American 
citizens in 8 southern states are de- 
nied the right to cast their vote 
because they are too poor. Surely 
the evidence is overwhelming that 
the poll tax requirement is deliber- 
ately intended to disfranchise the 
poor.”

Workers Protected 
In U. S. Contracts 


The department of labor an- 
nounced that during the past week 
173 supply contracts representing 
a value of $9,954,330 were awarded 
by nine federal agencies under the 
provision of the Walsh-Healey pub- 
lic contracts act. 

The act requires that contractors 
shall apply the eight-hour day and 
forty-hour week, pay the prevail- 
ing wage rates determined by the 
secretary of labor, refrain from 
employing convict and child labor, 
pay time and one-half for emer- 
gency overtime in excess of forty 
hours per week, provide sanitary 
buildings and decent surroundings, 
eliminate sweatshops and home- 
work, and ban kickback practices.

JOSEPH N. WEBER 


Joseph N. Weber, president of the 
American Federation of Musicians 
of the United States and Canada, 
was elected president in 1900 and 
has served in that capacity since 
that date. 


He was born in Austria and came 
to this country at the age of 14 as 
a clarinet player in a boys’ band. 
At the close of its first tour of the 
country he was so impressed with 
the “Land of the Free” that he re- 
fused to return to Europe, having 
decided to make his home in this 
country. 

Early in life Mr. Weber settled 
in Denver, where he played a clari- 
net in the famous Tabor opera 
house. He helped to organize the 
Denver Musical Union and served 
as its president and secretary. 

He soon realized that musicians 
could not remain aloof to organ- 
ized labor. Despite the fact that 
musicians are artists, he knew that 
they were subject to the whims of 
employers and were exploited by 
them in the same manner as any 
other workers. 

Being one of the pioneers in the 
organized labor movement, Mr. 
Weber’s long experience and serv- 
ices in the labor movement have 
proved most valuable in the coun- 
ceils of the American Federation of 
Labor. 

The American federation of mu- 
sicians, through his leadership, has 
built up the highest standards for 
its members. It has never hesitated 
to use the most modern methods to 
obtain better conditions for the mu- 
sicians and to meet the competition 


of recorded or “canned” music, 
such as phonograph records and 
electrical transcriptions. The union 
prevented the use of these mechan- 
ical devices in theatres, clubs and 
on the radio, thus. preventing 
“canned” music from becoming a 
substitute for living music. 

Mr. Weber is a member of the 


executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor. He was ap- 
pointed a member of the national 
emergency council by President 
Wilson during the world war. He 
has taken an active part in labor’s 
chest for the relief of persecuted 
workers in Europe from the date 
of its inception. 

“Joe Weber has truly been a 
pioneer crusader in the American 


labor movement.

MUSICIANS’ LABEL 

The union label of the American 
Federation of Musicians of the 
United States and Canada was 


}adopted in 1897, only one year after 


its first convention in Indianapolis. 
The call for this convention was 
issued by Samuel Gompers. Only 
26 local societies were represented. 
At the 1939 convention 458 locals 
were represented by 645 delegates. 

As soon as affiliation with the 
American Federation of Labor was 
granted, this official label of the 
American federation of musicians 
was adopted.

The recent contracts signed by 
the union embody the union shop, 
seniority rights, two weeks’ paid 
vacations, provisions for a wage in- 
crease, and the now famous “war 
clause.” The last mentioned guar- 
antees any worker leaving the com. 
pany to serve in military service 
of this country, the right to return 
to his former job without loss of 
seniority. 

The manufacturers which the 
union is striking have refused to 
give the war clause guarantee to 


their workers. They have also re- 


fused real seniority rights to their 
long-service employees, as well as 
any wage increase, the union shop 
or positive assurance of continued 
vacations.
